And, that Fixed or Unfixed doth not alter the Caſe neither, is clear 


from the known Story of Frument ius, who was ordain'd Biſhop of the 


Indians by Athanaſiur, and did the work of an Evangeliſt among them, 


converted many of them and planted many Churches; and while he 


was doing ſo, and ever after, he was truely veſted with Prelatical 
Power, was as truely and eſſentially a Prelate-paſtor or Biſffup, as if 
he had been fixed to a particular Church, or ſettled in à ſingle Dio- 


ceſs, as Timothy and Titus were in Epheſus and Crete. 
That Timothy and Titus were thus Fixed and ſettle? is clearly
